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Schools 
prepare 
for extra 
demand 

ONE hundred school places 
must be created in Walsall 
by 2015 to cope with 
growing demand. 

A baby boom and new 
housing developments have 
sent demand for places spi¬ 
ralling. Council chiefs are 
drawing up plans to create 
more reception places to 
cope with the increasing 
number of children. 

Moves have already been 
taken to increase the 
number of places in some 
Walsall schools. 

Education boss Rachel 
Andrew said: “There are 
sufficient primary school 
places across Walsall to 
accommodate pupils for the 
next two academic years. 

“In September 2015, we 
estimate that up to 100 addi¬ 
tional places will be needed 
and we are currently consid¬ 
ering potential options.” 

A £2.8 million scheme to 
enlarge Caldmore Commu¬ 
nity Primary School has 
already been carried out, 
doubling the intake to 60. 

Hillary Primary is set to 
see its intake rise from 60 to 
90 while Delves Junior 
School will increase from 81 
children to 90 and New 
Invention from 53 to 60. 

Girl dies in 
house fire 

A TEENAGED girl from 
Walsall has died in a fire at a 
residential care home in 
Shropshire. 

An investigation was this 
week taking place following 
the death of the 17-year-old. 

The girl was in the care of 
Walsall Council but staying 
at Bagley Marsh, near 
Ellesmere. 

She was declared dead at 
the scene at around 11.30pm 
on Saturday. 

Bedroom 

The fire in the house was 
confined to a bedroom and 
two adults who were also 
inside the property at the 
time were not hurt. 

Walsall Council has 
extended its condolences to 
the family of the girl, who 
was not being named as the 
Chronicle went to press. 


More gold found at Staffs Hoard site 


A CORONER will be making a ruling next 
month on whether or not 90 pieces of gold 
and silver found in a field are part of the 
Staffordshire Hoard. 

Archaeologists made the latest find at the same field 
where the biggest ever haul of Anglo-Saxon gold was 
unearthed back in 2009. 

The items were found last month during a ploughing of 
the field in Hammerwich, near Brownhills. 

South Staffordshire coroner Andrew Haigh will rule at an 
inquest on Friday, January 4, if the new pieces are part of 
the hoard and should be declared treasure. 

Experts from Staffordshire County Council and English 


Heritage believe the pieces could be another part of the orig¬ 
inal find. 

It has been three years since Terry Herbert, a metal 
detector enthusiast, made the discovery. Archaeologists had 
been certain until now there was nothing else on site. 

Stunned 

Dr Della Hooke, vice president of the Birmingham and 
Warwickshire Archeological Society, said she was stunned 
by the discovery, that was made last month but only this 
week revealed. 

Dr Hooke said: “It’s absolutely amazing. In the last 
search they used top-quality equipment to go over the area, 
which they use to find underground stuff in Afghanistan. 


“Nobody really knows why the hoard is there. It could 
have either been a deliberate burial on a boundary, perhaps 
after someone died, or buried quickly by someone who had 
stolen it. 

“This new finding, if it is part of the hoard, could change 
everything. 

“If they found the items in a different location it doesn’t 
sound like it was stolen after all.” 

The hoard is the largest collection of Anglo-Saxon gold 
and silver metalwork ever found. 

Plans for a viewing platform at the hoard field in Lichfield 
Road were being put before Hammerwich Parish Council 
yesterday (Wednesday). 


BLITZ ON BINS IS 


Report on 
the death 
rates at 
hospital 

AN independent report on 
death rates at Manor Hospi¬ 
tal has been commissioned 
by concerned councillors. 

Consultants have been 
appointed to carry out the 
study by members of Walsall 
Council’s health scrutiny 
panel. 

It comes after the Doctor 
Foster Hospital Guide 
revealed the number of 
patient deaths was above 
expected levels in 2011/12. 

The guide said Walsall 
Manor had a hospital stan¬ 
dardised mortality rate of 
117 between April 2011 and 
March 2012, compared to an 
expected level of 100. 


HAILED A SUCCESS 


A CONTROVERSIAL crackdown on rubbish being put in 
the wrong bins in Walsall is having the desired effect, 
council chiefs claimed, as it was revealed the number of 
bins uncollected has fallen by more than half. 

A total of 5,000 green bins were refused during the second round of the tough 
zero-tolerance campaign. 

It has seen inspectors - dubbed “binspectors” - travelling with rubbish crews to check 
green recycling bins for contaminating items including food waste, black bags and nappies. 
Any found to contain these items were slapped with a yellow sticker and were not emptied. 


Up to 11,000 households fell foul of the 
crackdown in its first round of collections. 

But the drop in the number of bins being 
left unemptied is a “major step in the right 
direction”, council chiefs say. 

Environment chief Tom Ansell said: “The 
recycling rate has really improved which is 
fantastic news but there is still more we can 
do. 

Information 

“Some residents still are not sure what 
can and cannot be recycled so we will be 
sending out further leaflets and putting 
clear information on our website and on the 
bins themselves.” 

He continued: “The grey bins are for food 
waste and wrappers, nappies and general 
household rubbish such as clothes, bedding, 
pet waste and food pouches. If you are 
unsure on anything please call our contact 
centre.” 

The crackdown was introduced after 
increasing amounts of rubbish had to be 
taken to landfill due to being contaminated. 

Contamination was believed to be costing 
taxpayers thousands of pounds a week.

Households putting non-recyclables in 
green bins are still being targeted. 

But the campaign has drawn some criti¬ 
cism from some residents who felt they were 
being penalised for trying to recycle. 

Councillors have also said they have been 
inundated with calls from upset residents. 

Councillor Pete Smith, Democratic 
Labour Party member for Blakenall, said: “I 
support the fact something needs to be done 
to get people to recycle. 

“But I am concerned about cases where 
passers-by put rubbish in other peoples' 
bins that have been put out and then those 
residents are left with a full bin.” 

The main cause of contamination to recy¬ 
cling bins has been identified as general 
household waste, food waste, textiles, 
nappies and electrical goods. 

Every household in the borough should 
by now have received a leaflet listing the 
materials that can be put into their green 
bins.

Bus firm is banned 
for blocking rivals 


A BUS firm has been banned from using an 
interchange in Walsall for three years after an 
inquiry found it blocked departure stands and 
drove in front of rivals to poach passengers. 

Traffic Commissioner Nick Jones branded the Sandwell 
Travel Ltd as “ amateurish”, banned it from using Bradford 
Place and ordered it to cut its fleet from five to three, coming 
into effect on February 1. 

At a public inquiry earlier this year Mr Jones heard that 
the company, based in Tinsley Street, had failed to run 
scheduled services and blocked stands at Bradford Place, 
which prevented another bus firm, Willenhall-based Liyell 
Ltd trading as Midland, from using them. 

Sandwell Travel buses also ran in front rival vehicles to 
take their passengers, which 
prompted complaints. 

Dangerous 

Mr Jones said: “I find that 
the stand blocking and the 
dangerous behaviour con¬ 
tinued from July 2011 until 
at least just before the public 
inquiry. 

Mr Jones heard from the 
company’s sole director 
Sukhwinder Singh and took 
evidence from individuals 
who had carried out moni¬ 
toring of bus services. 

The firm did show it was 
capable of keeping to the 
timetables for registered 
services, Mr Jones con¬ 
cluded, when drivers 
stopped running early after 
realising they were being 
monitored. 

But he added: “If 
Sandwell Travel Ltd had 
been a competent operator it 
would have made better 
checks on its drivers and 
would have communicated 
with a rival company that 
had cause for complaint.” 

Mr Jones contrasted the 
“amateurish” operation of 
buses by Sandwell Travel 
Ltd with that of Liyell Ltd, 
which he found to be wholly 
professional. 

Mr Jones issued his direc¬ 
tions in writing. The inquiry 
was held on October 8.

Walsall Hub, at 17 Lich¬ 
field Street, provides a per¬ 
sonal care suite, internet 
cafe with free wi-fi, meeting 
room, an information centre 
and office accommodation. 

Midland Mencap has 
worked in partnership with 
Walsall Council to offer 
organisations an accessible 
and affordable base in the 
town centre. 

Dave Rogers, chief execu¬ 
tive officer of Midland 
Mencap, said: “We have 
completely refurbished 
Walsall Hub in order to offer 
accessible facilities to the 
people of Walsall. 

“It will give the third 
sector, community and 
partner organisations not 
only a fantastic facility but 
also the opportunity to work 
alongside and in partnership 
with similar organisations.”

Car parks 
operator 
considers 
price cut 

CHARGES may be cut at 
two car parks in Walsall 
town centre for motorists 
who use them for up to two 
hours. 

Private operator NCP 
reduced all-day fees at 
almost 500 spaces at Freer 
Street and Station Street 
earlier this year. It means 
drivers now pay a flat rate 
charge of £3. 

But bosses say they will 
consider in the new year 
whether to reduce the fees to 
£1 for drivers who park for 
up to an hour, and £2 for 
those using the car park for 
two hours or less. 

The changes would come 
into force at the Freer Street 
car park first but would then 
be introduced at the Station 
Street site. 

Flexible 

Derek Kirkwood, 

manager for the parking 
operator, said: “In January, 
we will be looking at 
whether to make the 
charges more flexible.” 

The all-day fees reduced 
by more than half to £3 at 
the 120-space Station Street 
site last month. 

Before that, the charges 
were £3 for up to two hours, 
£5 for four, £7 for up to six 
hours and £8 for a long stay, 
with reduced fees at week¬ 
ends. 

Mr Kirkwood said the 
move would attract more 
shoppers to the town centre. 

Council will 
launch blitz 
on litterbugs 

MOVES to crack down on 
litterbugs and rogue scrap 
metal trading across Walsall 
has been backed by council 
chiefs. 

Measures have been 
drawn up to tackle the issues 
and received support of the 
decision-making cabinet. 

More high-visibility 
patrols are to be carried out 
to stop rubbish being 
dropped, along with attach¬ 
ing additional ash trays and 
chewing gum trays to bins. 

A new text messaging 
service has been introduced 
while the council is also 
looking at investing up to 
£3,000 on body cameras for 
enforcement staff to catch 
those responsible. 

Councillor Zahid Ali, 
cabinet member for public 
protection, said: “We will be 
taking those people to court 
and prosecuting them to the 
full letter of the law.”

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Thief came 
80 miles to 
steal charity 
clothes bags 

A THIEF who travelled 
more than 80 miles to 
Walsall to steal hundreds of 
pounds worth of clothing 
from cancer charity bags has 
been spared jail. 

Latvian man Maris Fran- 
cuks, who has been resident 
in the UK for only 18 
months, was caught in a van 
which had around £300 
worth of clothes belonging to 
Marie Curie Cancer Care. 

The LDV vehicle had been 
spotted by police near the 
Tesco store off Littleton 
Street in the town centre. It 
was seen at just before mid¬ 
night on August 12 this year. 

The vehicle was next to 
the recycling bins sparking 
the suspicions of officers 
who stopped the van after it 
had pulled away. Inside were 
three men, including Fran- 
cuks, and a search revealed a 
large number of charity col¬ 
lection bags. 

Trial 

The 34-year-old from 
Sheffield, denied a charge of 
theft but was convicted fol¬ 
lowing a day-long trial at 
Walsall Magistrates Court 
last week. 

Speaking through an int¬ 
erpreter Francuksclaimed 
he had been picked up from 
Yorkshire and travelled to 
Birmingham, only going 
along because he wanted to 
visit the city. He claimed he 
was dropped off in the city 
and and collected again 
several hours later. Then the 
van stopped at the recycling 
bins in Walsall. 

Francuks said he got out 
to have a cigarette and 
became aware there were 
bags in the vehicle. He said 
they were to be transported 
from the van to the charity 
recycling bins. 

Mr Chris Stapleton, 
defending, said there was no 
forensic evidence or wit¬ 
nesses to suggest that Fran¬ 
cuks had tried to steal any 
clothing. 

He was given a 12 month 
conditional discharge and 
the hearing was told he had 
already spent five weeks in 
custody ahead of the case. 

Lido work is 
nearly done 

THE transformation of 
Walsall Arboretum lido is 
pushing ahead with most 
groundwork completed and 
hopes high it will be finished 
by the end of the year, 
despite flooding. Part of the 
£250,000 work is an interac¬ 
tive water play feature. The 
old lido, used since 1953, was 
condemned as unhygienic 
and Walsall Council decided 
to replace it. 


Suspended prison sentence for benefits cheat 


A WALSALL benefits cheat who wrongly 
received almost £30,000 after failing to 
reveal he was working has been spared an 
immediate stint behind bars. 

Matthew Johnson claimed income 
support, council tax and housing benefits he 
was not entitled to over almost four years. 
He falsely got £29,577 after failing to tell the 
Department for Work and Pensions that he 
had been securing agency work. 

The 34-year-old admitted two charges of 


failing to notify a change of circumstances 
between December 2007 and October 2011. 

At Walsall Magistrates Court he was given 
16 weeks imprisonment, suspended for 18 
months, to include supervision and £180 
costs. 

Val Hart, prosecuting, said it was discov¬ 
ered in 2011 he had been working while in 
receipt of benefits. He sought employment 
through the Vital Working Group and money 
was paid into another account. 


She said he worked for most of that time 
an average of more than 16 hours a week. In 
questionnaires in 2009 and 2011 he indi¬ 
cated he was not working. 

Mr Chris Loach, defending, said the 
father-of-two, started claiming after an eye 
problem. He initially claimed correctly and 
was not fraudulent. 

Mr Loach said Johnson, now of Thames 
Road, Blakenall, had lost the flat where he 
had lived. 


“He has admitted the matter from the 
start, he hasn’t tried to deceive anyone in 
interview or deny it was him. 

“Not only is he going to have to pay the 
money back he has lost his own flat. 

“He managed to get some work through an 
agency. There were many weeks he would 
have worked under the limit and been enti¬ 
tled to benefits.” 

Johnson had no previous convictions for 
fraud or dishonesty. 


Primary schools to be a 
top priority, says leader 


WALSALL Council leader Mike Bird says the 
borough’s primary schools will be looked at 
as a top priority after they were placed among 
some of the worst in the country. 

The borough has plummeted down schools league table, 
plunging in the national ranking list of 152 local authorities 
from 77th place to 147th. 

Figures show 75 per cent of 11 year olds in the borough 
achieved Level 4 or above in their Key Stage 2 SATs tests 
this year - the national average is 79 per cent. 

Councillor Bird said: “We are now looking to address this 
as a matter of urgency and will analyse it and establish why 
there’s been this decl ine.” 

Last year, the council axed its £345 million contract with 
private firm Serco, which had been running education serv¬ 
ices for around 10 years. Services are currently being 


Five bailed 
over death 
at hospital 

FOUR ambulance staff and 
a health worker arrested on 
suspicion of manslaughter 
after a patient died on the 
doorstep of a hospital have 
been released on police bail. 

They had been arrested in 
an investigation into the 
death of Carl Cope, aged 47, 
of Parker Street, Bloxwich, 
who collapsed outside 
Walsall Manor Hospital 
A&E department on June 
23. A post mortem revealed 
he died of a heart attack. 

Suspended 

The five staff were held on 
suspicion of manslaughter 
by gross negligence and mis¬ 
conduct in a public office. 

West Midlands Police 
spokesman Lee Page con¬ 
firmed the four ambulance 
workers, aged 26, 34, 45 and 
53, and hospital worker, 
aged 44, have been bailed 
pending further inquiries. 

One of the ambulance 
workers held over the death 
was still working at the time 
of their arrest but has now 
been suspended. 


phased back to the council 
and this is expected to be 
completed by April.

Nationally, there have 
been improvements with the 
number of primary schools 
failing to give pupils a good 
grounding in the three Rs 
having halved in the space of 
a year. In total, 521 schools 
in England are below the 
Government’s floor target 
for primaries. Last year, 
1,310 schools were below the 
threshold. 

The best performing 
school in Walsall this year 
was Lindens Primary in 
Streetly. However, two 
Walsall schools were named 
in the bottom 200 perform¬ 
ing schools nationally, Busill 
Jones Primary and Hather- 
ton Primary.

WITH more than 300 Santas, 100 
snowmen, countless baubles and 
miles of tinsel, it’s a grotto Father 
Christmas would be proud of. 

Christmas crazy Hilda Creaney’s semi¬ 
detached house has been a festive attraction 
in Willenhall for years. 

People go out of their way to see her Las 
Vegas-style lights, a kaleidoscopic blaze of 
Santas, reindeer and stars. 

And outside the front door stands a 
postbox which each year gets around 300 
letters for Santa from children, all of which 
receive a reply. But few have seen the inside 
of the house in Walsall Street, which Hilda 
shares with her husband Harry.

Many figures are more than 3ft high and 
most are connected to the mains so that they 
light up when switched on. 

There are also several elaborate clock¬ 
work scenes, such as a Santa’s toy factory, 
which Hilda’s son Carl brought home from 
America on his travels. 

The retired social work assistant says: 
“I’m an electricians’ nightmare but we’ve 
never had a blow-out yet. 

“I love Christmas and I love to see the chil¬ 
dren’s faces when they see what we’ve done 


here. The local nursery school come up to 
see the house and I always show them the 
crib in the hall and tell them that is what 
Christmas is really about.” 

Grotto 

The Yuletide preparations start in the 
middle of November when the boxes of 
baubles, tinsel and other decorations are 
brought out of storage at a nephew’s factory. 

Putting the lights on the front of the 
house is a major operation which is carried 
out by Hilda’s grandson Jamie and friends. 

The interior of the family’s cosy home is 
transformed into a Christmas grotto with 
the big switch-on taking place on the last 
Saturday in November. Then friends and 


family travel from Wales, Telford and Birm¬ 
ingham for a festive knees-up. 

The tradition, which started nearly 40 
years ago, was inspired by a Yuletide- 
themed picture which her three children 
coloured in. 

Carl, 49 and a Walsall councillor, Tracey, 
47, and Dawn, 37, and their friends worked 
for days on the artwork. Dad Harry was so 
impressed he mounted the picture in a glass- 
fronted box with a strip light and displayed 
it in the bay window. 

Hilda says: “People ask whether I get 
depressed when it all has to come down and 
it’s true that I do. But on the other hand, it’s 
a chance to give the house a proper clean and 
that makes me feel good, too.”

Suspended jail sentence 
for supermarket thefts 


A WAREHOUSE worker, who 
stole more than £7,000 worth of 
goods from the Brownhills super¬ 
market where he worked, has 
been given a suspended prison 
sentence 

Andrew Robins, of Springfields, Rushall, 
stole the items from Tesco over a 10-month 
period and intended to sell them at a car boot 
sale, Walsall Magistrates Court heard last 
week. 

Miss Pushpa Sheemar, prosecuting, told 
how the crime came to light after Robins set 
off security alarms. When the father-of-two 
was leaving work on September 28 he had 
triggered the alarms and £309.70 worth of 
stolen stock was found in his rucksack. 

Scanner 

Police seized further goods worth £6,709 
when they searched the 25-year-old’s home 
several days later. 

Miss Sheemar said: “Members of staff 
from Tesco attended the police station with 
a handheld barcode scanner. They con¬ 
firmed the items were from Tesco.” 

She said Robins had worked at Tesco for 
seven years. He admitted one charge of theft 
between December 2011 and October 2012. 

The court heard that he was now 
“extremely sorry”. He was handed a 24- 
week prison sentence, suspended for 12 
months, ordered to carry out 180 hours’ 
unpaid work and pay £85 costs. 

Sentencing Robins, District Judge 
Michael Morris told him: “Latterly you had 
been stealing from your employer. You had 
been hoarding the items at home with the 
intention of selling them eventually.” 

He said it was evident that some of his col¬ 
leagues at Tesco had thought well of him but 
added: “You have cheated not only Tesco, 
but them as well. You are a thief.” 

Mr Morris made no order for compensa¬ 
tion but warned Robins that his former 
employers Tesco may make a civil claim to 
recover its losses.

Short Circuit was made in 
the wake of ET and features 
a robot, Number Five 
(surely an ancestor of 
WALL-E), that develops a 
personality after being 
struck by a bolt of lightning.

Days when Sunbeam raced 
ahead in Grand Prix stakes 


FOR more than 60 years Britain has 
dominated Grand Prix manufacturing, 
but it was not always thus. 

In the early days it was French cars which 
led the way, and, in the days before the World 
Championship, it was winning the French 
Grand Prix which was recognised as the pin¬ 
nacle of motor-racing achievement. 

The first British car to win the French 
Grand Prix, in 1923, was made right here in 
Wolverhampton, in Sunbeam’s Blakenhall 
factory, but it’s designer was a Frenchman, 
Louis Coatalen. 

He was a Breton, born on September 11, 
1879, and worked for a number of French car 
manufacturers before arriving in England in 
1900 to work for the Crowden Company, and 
then becoming chief engineer at Hillman in 
Coventry. 

In 1909 he was recruited by the Sunbeam 
Motor Car Co in Blakenhall, to be their chief 
engineer, and immediately planned to enter 
motor-racing. He began designing purpose- 
built racing cars, which led to the first major 
triumph, a win in the 1912 Coupe de l’Auto in 
Dieppe, Sunbeams coming 1st, 2nd and 3rd,

eclipsing and astonishing the major Euro¬ 
pean manufacturers. 

In 1912 Coatalen also designed his first 
aero-engine a 150hp side valve V8, followed 
by a 225 hp VI2, which he first tested in a spe¬ 
cially-built racing car named Toodles V 

In October 1913, this car, at Brooklands, 
broke eight world endurance speed records in 
a hour and a half. There is no doubt that 
Coatalen was a talented, even brilliant engi¬ 
neer, but he was not afraid of copying others. 

Devious 

During 1913 Peugeot cars with twin over¬ 
head camshafts swept the board in three litre 
racing, and by some devious means one of 
these found its way to the drawing room of 
Coatalen’s home, Waverley House on 
Goldthorn Hill. Here, Sunbeam mechanics 
stripped it down to discover its secrets, and 
for 1914 Sunbeam also featured twin over¬ 
head camshafts, as did the new aero-engines 
he designed at the start of the War. 

Sunbeam was a major supplier of aero¬ 


engines during the War and also built more 
than 600 aircraft, including just one of its own 
design the single-engine Sunbeam Bomber. 

All the engines were officially called 
Sunbeam-Coatalen engines, but after the War 
they were rather eclipsed by Rolls-Royce and 
Napier designs. 

Coatalen turned to his great ambition, to 
win the French Grand Prix. The Sunbeam 
company merged with Darraq and Talbot and 
Coatalen became a Director of the resulting 
STD Motors. 

In 1923 a Sunbeam finally won the French 
Grand Prix, driven by Henry Seagrave, and 
would have won the following year but for 
technical problems. Coatalen also produced 
three different cars to break the World Land 
Speed Record but Sunbeam began to experi¬ 
ence financial difficulties, and in 1934 closed 
down. 

By that time Louis Coatalen had returned 
to his native France, though he had taken 
British citizenship. He lived there through the 
War and died in 1962. He had brought great 
fame to the Sunbeam company, and to Wolver¬ 
hampton, his adopted home for over 20 years.

Children’s Fiction 

THIS is a book that you will want to judge by 
its cover - the Cath Kidston edition of JM 
Barrie’s classic children’s story Peter Pan 
(Puffin, paperback, £20) in a lovely retro 
London sights slipcase. 

It’s a high quality production of a timeless tome, one that 
will make a perfect keepsake and a stylish edition to any 
bedroom bookcase. 

The Gods of ancient Greece and Rome intervene in the 
modern world in Rick Riordan’s stories and its a dangerous 
life for their modern and streetwise Demi-God offspring. 
Fans of Percy Jackson (son of Poseidon) and Anabeth Chase 
(daughter of Athena) will thoroughly enjoy The Mark of 
Athena (Puffin, hardback, £12.99), the third book in the 
Heroes of Olympus series. It’s another epic with the Demi 
Gods heading to Rome in order to halt the Earth Goddess 
Gaia... but be prepared for a cliffhanger ending. 

German children’s author Cornelia Funke, creator of 
Inkheart, sets her latest story in England, where a boy is 
confronted by vengeful ghosts when at a boarding school. 
But poor haunted Jon and his resourceful friend Ella fight 
back by enlisting a ghost to catch a ghost in Ghost Knight 
(Orion, hardback, £9.99), a ripping yarn in which a 
medieval feud spills over into the modern day. 

Adult Fiction 

Comedian, presenter, author and playwright Sandi 
Toksvig’s warmth translates into her historical novel 
Valentine Grey (Virago, hardback, £16.99) about two 
people who push against the strict gender and sexual 
boundaries of the Victorian age. 

Raised in India, the heroine rebels against the ‘corsetted’ 
constraints of British society and offers to step into the 
army boots of her beloved cousin Reggie, a homosexual in 
an age when such love was forbidden, after he is earmarked 
for the Boer War. So far so Mulan but Valentine is an engag¬ 
ing character and the horrors of a half-forgotten colonial 
war are brought to life. 

The shadow of the Titanic disaster is cast over the life of 
a wealthy Bostonian spinster in The House of Velvet and 
Glass (Penguin, paperback, £7.99) by Katherine Howe. 
Tormented by the loss of her mother and sister, Sybil 
Allston turns to spiritualism and then to an old flame in an 
attempt to distinguish between trickery and the supernat¬ 
ural. Family secrets are revealed as the malign influence of 
opium takes hold in this well accomplished novel. 

Best known for his teen horror fiction Darren Shan has 
created an adult crime thriller Lady Of The Shades 
(Orion, hardback, £12.99). His London-set story has a 
strong supernatural strand as his horror writer protagonist 
is literally haunted by his past as he comes into conflict with 
a gangster over a mysterious woman. 

Non-fiction 

Witty with a finely tuned sense of the ridiculous, Danny 
Baker’s first volume of autobiography Going to Sea in a 
Sieve (Weidenfeld & Nicolson, hardback, £18.99) 
takes him from his happy childhood on a south London 
council estate to pop journalism in the early 1980s and a 
strange encounter with Michael Jackson. Presumably his 
radio career and recent fight with cancer will be dealt with 
in a further volume. In the meantime this a good read for 
anyone with an interest in English popular culture during 
the 1970s and 80s. Baker makes for very good company. 

Christmas can be a fraught time of year and counsellor 
Mike Fisher gives commonsense tips on how to stop the red 
mist descending with suggestions drawn from Buddhist 
philosophy in Mindfulness & The Art of Managing 
Anger (Leaping Hare Press, hardback, £7.99). 

The exploration of Mars by the Curiosity Rover has 
revived interest in space and masters of the manual, 
Haynes, have superbly detailed titles for all ‘astronuts’. 
Neil Armstrong was the first man to walk on the moon but 
Apollo 15 Commander David R Scott was the first to drive 
on its surface, in 1971, two years after Armstrong’s “first 
step”. Find out about the Lunar Roving Vehicles (LRVs) and 
the men who drove them in Lunar Rover Owner’s Work¬ 
shop Manual (Haynes, hardback, £21.99). 

The International Space Station Owner’s Work¬ 
shop Manual (Haynes, hardback, £21.99) tells the 
story of Nasa’s second greatest achievement after the lunar 
landings, working with the Russians and others to keep a 
permanent human presence in Earth orbit. 

Sober and scientific as Haynes are, they are prone to 
flights of fancy of the geekiest kind, such as the Klingon 
Bird of Prey Owner’s Workshop Manual (Haynes, 
hardback, £15.99). Written in English and Klingon, this 
is a must for Star Trek fans as it details the warship capa¬ 
bilities of the intergalactic bad boys.

Renting? Stick to 
simple guidelines 



Renting is very popular these days but make sure you know the rules 


AS DEMAND in the private 
rented sector continues to 
grow, the Association of Resi¬ 
dential Letting Agents (ARLA) 
has issued advice to anyone 
embarking on a first-time 
tenancy. 

Figures from letting agents suggest 
that the UK’s need for rental properties 
continues to grow with more tenants on 
their books than available properties to 
rent. Renting is often seen as a low- 
hassle, lower-risk option when com¬ 
pared to purchasing a home, yet many 
people find the prospect of renting a 
home daunting, whatever their age or 
experience. 

First-time tenants, young or old, 
should remember to keep the process as 
focussed and simple as possible. 
Keeping to some simple guidelines can 
help tenants navigate the process from 
property hunting to signing a tenancy 
agreement. 

ARLA has the following advice to 
help make the process as smooth and 
trouble-free as possible. 

Research 

It can pay to research your desired 
postcode. Be aware of the average 
rental rates in your desired area to 
avoid any surprises when looking for a 
property within your price range. 

A local lettings agent should be able 
to give you a better idea of how much 
you should expect to pay for the type of 
property you are looking for. 

Sometimes moving even a mile away, 
or simply over the road or round the 
corner from your target property can 
get you a lot more for your money. 

Lettings is an unregulated industry: 
The rental industry is not subject to 
any government legislation, meaning 
that anyone can set up as a letting 
agent or landlord. 


For peace of mind, do your research 
and seek advice from a letting agent 
affiliated to a professional organisa¬ 
tion. All ARLA agents must adhere to 
a strict code of conduct, as well as 
offering client money protection and 
redress schemes, which protect con¬ 
sumers if things go wrong. 

Your deposit should be secure. A 
rental deposit can often represent a 
significant initial outlay for tenants 
and is typically the equivalent of six 
weeks’ rent. 

It is a legal requirement that the 
landlord or lettings agent protects the 
deposit through a tenancy deposit 
scheme, such as the TDS, which 
guards against possible misappropri¬ 
ation of monies. 

Tenants can find out more at 
www. direct. gov. uk 

A professional inventory can help 
protect you: A well-prepared, detailed 
inventory assists in getting fair deci¬ 
sions at the end of your tenancy. 

Make sure that you thoroughly 


check the inventory provided and that 
you are happy it accurately covers 
anything you have concerns about. 

If there are photographs make sure 
they are good quality and reflect accu¬ 
rately any items captured. All docu¬ 
ments should be signed and agreed by 
both landlord and tenant. 

Consider 

There are different kinds of tenancy 
agreement: Many shared tenancies 
contain a joint liability clause and this 
means you are responsible for the 
actions of your co-tenants for the dura¬ 
tion of the tenancy. 

This includes covering their share of 
the rent if they were to unexpectedly 
move out. Before you enter such an 
agreement consider how well you 
know your sharers. 

And if you are asked for a guarantor 
when sharing, then make sure that 
they understand that they are guar¬ 
anteeing all your responsibilities con¬ 
tained in the tenancy agreement.

Parents in the dark when 
selecting child safety seats 


MORE than half of parents 
have never been shown or 
told how to correctly fit a 
child seat into their cars, 
according to research. 

The data has come to light 
during a survey conducted by 
retailer Mamas & Papas and Alfa 
Romeo as part of the Safer Seat 
campaign, which aims to promote 
best practice around child car 
seats. 

The survey also discovered that 
more than three in five parents (61 
per cent) are unaware that there 
are different types of car seat avail¬ 
able for different kinds of cars. 

This lack of awareness could be 
particularly problematic because 
installing the wrong type of seat 
into any vehicle could significantly 
compromise its safety. 

A third of those who answered 
the survey were also unaware that 
the safest kind of seat for a baby up 
to 13kg is a rearward-facing one.

WALSALL’s stroll towards their 
first win in 16 matches became a 
lurch down a familiar path. 

The Saddlers have snatched draws from 
the jaws of victory before, having tossed 
away 2-0 leads against Brentford, Crewe 
and Port Vale this season, writes Nick 
Mashiter. 

It is a worrying habit which returned on 
Saturday in a game which they should have 
won against a side that showed little inven¬ 
tion, craft or guile. The fact they didn’t after 
being 2-0 up with 12 minutes to go under¬ 
lines their problems. 

There have been too many ‘could have’ 
and ‘should have’ moments. They must end 
or the Saddlers will face the consequences. 

Teams who go on such winless runs - the 
club record is 22 - and fail to take their 
chances are ultimately relegated. 

No-one wants to see that and Walsall have 
deserved more than they have got during 
this morale-sapping run. 

Home 

Saturday’s visit of struggling Colchester 
now gets pushed up a couple of notches. 

The bottom line is they haven’t picked up 
the points and that’s why they lie in 19th 
only two places above the drop zone - a posi¬ 
tion which has become a second home in the 
last two years. 

There is sympathy for Dean Smith and 
his team, though. They are striving, strain¬ 
ing, for that win - perhaps too much as 
Febian Brandy conceded afterwards. 

There is little to work with, little money 
in the pot to change things and the Saddlers 
must persevere with what they have. 

And it is difficult, there’s no denying it.

Keane, an ABA national 
amateur champion in 2009,
